May 2.—Mil- 
dred Sweeney is a thin, snub-nosed 
little Irish girl, who’ ought to. be 
thinking of nothing more serious 
than basketball. 

But Mildred, at 15, has been the 
sole support of a family of 10 f 
fhe last year. 

From 7 o'clock in the morning 
until 5 in the evening, Mildred 
trimmed shirts in a factory in Al- 
lentown. 

The highest wages she made in 
one week for all her long hours of 
work was $1.10. — 

One -week she made just 5 cents. 

Other weeks she would come 
home, too tired to eat, with 50 or 75 
cents to show for the week’s work. 

Mildred is just one of the hun- 
dreds of child workers now on 
strike against the unbelievable con- 
ditions under which they have been 
working in the garment factories 
of Allentown and Northampton. 

They walked the streets of this 
little factory city today, a hopeless, 
ffightened: ‘caravan, rotesting 
against a labor situation they can 
understand only vaguely. 

An American tragedy was endct- 
ed in the streets of this smoky fac- 
tory town. 

Parade With Placards. 

Children with tired, pale faces 
and workworn hands paraded with 
placards on their backs in front of 
garment factories where they had 
worked from before dawn until late 
at night for a few pennies a day. 

Inside the factories other hun- 
dreds of children stayed desperate- 
ly at their tasks, afraid to join the 
daring group. who had walked éut 
of these 1933 sweatshops in a strike 
which has focused national atten- 
tion on child labor conditions in 
the factory towns of Pennsylvania

When the first debtors’ petition 
heard here for extension of debts 
under the hew amendment to the 


bankruptcy law was presented to 
Referee in Bankruptcy Coles yester- 
day, he said he would administer 
the law in the spirit in which it was 
intended and indicated’ he would 
grant a preliminary period of 60 
days to enable the mortgage debtor 
to seek an agreement with the sole 
creditor, holder of the mortgage. 

Since the ‘new law became effec- 
tive March 3, more than 20 petitions 
for the extension of debts have been 
filed in the Federal Court here, 
chiefly by persons seeking to pre- 
vent foreclosure of mortgages. The 
law provides that two-thirds of the 
creditors in number and amount of 
claims must approve the extension. 
Since most of the filing debtors 
have only one creditor,. lawyers 
have expressed doubt of the effec- 
tiveness of the law. The mortgage 
creditor seeking foreclosure is un- 
likely to be disposed to approve the 
extension, they point out. 

Creditor Opposes Extension. 

At yesterday’s hearing counsel 
for the sole creditor said he would 
not consent to an extension. The 
Referee agreed that the consent 
of the sele creuitor was necessary 
for an extension, but continued the 
case until Friday when, he said, he 
would fix a period of not more than 
60 days to enabie the parties to 
seck an agreement. If at the end of 
60 days the creditor were disposed 
to consent, additional time might 
be’ granted, Coles said, 

Thus, under the Referee’s action 
to be taken Friday, the creditor 
will have ned a treathing spell 
of at least 12 weeks since his pe- 
tition was filed April 3, if Federal 
Court. With the filing of the pe- 
tition, Federal Judge Davis issued 
a temporary restraining order, pre- 
venting foreclosure. 

Debtor Explains Purchase. 

The petition was filed by C. L. 
de Renthel, attorney for Joseph B. 
Schweppe, owner of a. three-story 
store and hotel building at 901 Mar- 
ket street. Schweppe admitted that 
he purchased the building the day 
before filing the petition, but point- 
ed out that he held virtually all the 
stock in the corporation from which 
he bought it and that hence he 
would have suffered by foreclosure. 
The new law does not provide ex- 
tensions for corporations other than 
railroads. 

The company acquired the build- 
ing in 1926 for $120,000, he téstified, 
paying $25,000 cash and giving a 
mortgage for $95,000. The martgage 
has been reduced to $70,000, but in- 
terest totaling $2700 is overdue.

Hapgood, student and athlete of 
the Harvard class of 1920g who at

Be- 
cause I do not, I'm a Socialist.” 

Touching on tendencies sugges- 
ti e of economic Fascism, he com- 
mented, “The Socialist party is the 
only really democratic party.” He 
disposed of inflation with the re- 
mark, “Only we Socialists and one 
or two other working class parties 
are frank enough to admit that, no 
matter what kind of currency we 
have, we'll still have depression as 
long as we have capitalism.” 

Even the business men were 
talking about*high wages now, he 
observed, since each realized that if 
every other -tusiness man paid high 
wages, the workers could buy his 
products. “But,” he added, “they 
won't accept our fundamental tenet, 
that under capitalism, we can never 
buy back what we produce.” He 
told of monkeys on an island, “a 
happy. bunch of monkeys” until, 
with a bumper crop of coconuts, 
they gave up all idea of consuming. 
it and lay down and starved to 
death. 

Communists and Socialists. 

“You don't’ believe that story,” he 
continued. “Instinctively you give 
monkeys more sense. But here we 
are doing it. It’s time to prove 
whether we're: evolving up or 
down.” ° 

Replying to a question, he point- 
ed out that, in practical politics, 
the difference between Communist 
and Socialist is that the Socialist 
party is attempting to prepare to 
meet the collapse of capitalism in 
orderly fashion, while the Commu- 
nist groups, as they say, “know” 
that the transition cannot occur 
without violence. 

“The change is inevitable,” he 
said. “The question is, how it will 
come, whether the world is just as 
stupid, just as cruel, as when feu- 
dalism outlived its usefulness and

Discovery of U. S. S. Ramapo 
Approaches Greatest Depth 
of 34,210 Feet. 


By the Associated Press. 

SAN DIEGO, Cal. May 2.— A 
new deep in the bed of the otean 
is reported in a message from the 
U. 8. S. Ramapo to Eleventh Naval 
District headquarters here. 

~ pt. C. B. Mayo, commanding 
the naval oil tanker, reported that, 
by repeated use of the sonic depth 
finder, the deep had been measured 
at 5501 fathoms, or 33,006 feet. It 
was found, the message said, at 
latitude 30-43 north, longitude 142-28 
east, which would place it directly 
across the Pacific Ocean from San 
Diego, near Japan.

“Capitalism is a system under 
which a few people own the means 
of production, have many other 
people working for them, pay them 
this much, charge that much fof 
their goods. The difference between 
this much and that much is profit, 
and it is profit that causes this de- 
pression. 

“As long as we have capitalism, 
business men will attempt to make 
a profit, and as long as people are 
paid less than the value of their 
labor, we are going to find it im- 
possible to-consume our products.” 


“Blunder-Along Attitude.” 


On the “blunder-along” attitude 
that other depressions have been 
survived “somehow,” and this may 
be, he commented, the attitude 
seemed to be, “if the workers only 
starve quietly and peaceably and 
long enough, we'll get out of it.” 
He added that the forces which had 
led us out of other depressions no 
longer operated. In 1921 and earlier 
business men had a place to spend 
money—after they had spent 
they could on themselves and their 
own business—in reinvestment, the 
development of new resources. But 
today the basic -industries were 
over-capitalized, even to new indus- 
tries like radios and automobiles. 

“In other words, capitalism has 
outlived its usefulness,” he _ said. 
“The very thing that made it use- 
ful in solving the problem of pro- 
duction makes it useless to solve 
the problem of consuming what it 
can produce. The only solution for 
that is to change profit into a sys- 
tem of ‘production for use’ that we 
call Socialism.’ 

“Under that system we would col- 
lectively own the means of produc- 
tion. When we produced $90,000,- 
090,000 in goods we would pay our- 
selves $90,000,000,000 in wages. Un- 
der Socialism, new machines would 
mean not labor thrown out but 
simply a reduced work day, and as 
machines came in and hours de- 
clined, incomes would be on the rise 
instead of falling.”

~- Mistaking Form for Substance. 
fo the Editor of the fust-Dispatch: 

HEN there are mure calls updén 
4 gold, .han there is gold, when there 
are more calls on curren than there 
is currency, it should be p that the 
financial system does not contemplate 
the delivery of “money” for all claims 
upon “money.” That bank deposits and 
other evidences of debts and claims are, 
in reality, calls upon goods and: services 
is the whole essence of our financial sys- 
tem. But in our illusion we have re 
fused to exercise our claims. We have 
preferred entries in a bank book. Or we 
have sought to put our claims in suth a 
form that each claim will beget still 
more claims in theface of an already 
Over-equipped nation; this we have 
called “investing.” 

Now, therefore, let the projected 
“write-down” of bank deposits come, and 
let us learn our costly lesson that riches 
consist in the wealth itself, not in the 
claims*thereon; that wealth is a claim 
exercised, not a claim withheld. “Scrip” 
ig a horrible word, but we shall now 
learn more of it, for that is all money 
ever was or ever can be. We have only 
arrived at the inevitablé outcome of the 
world’s richest nation’s stubborn prefer- 
ence for claims upon wealth to the wealth 
itself, Wealth unused must inevitably 
decay. Unexercised claims upon wealth 
will shrivel in the hands of their 
possessors—just as the wealth itself is 
rotting in wheat elevators, rusting in 
freight yards, or, in the form of human 
services, starving and demoralizing. 

. This peculiar pathology is partly ex- 
plained, perhaps, as a reaction from ex- 
cessive spending of former years—but 
the spending was wholly justified had 
prices only followed their true course in- 
stead of remaining high in tribute to high 
tariffs ahd watered capital. Over-cau- 
tion, When we reach the polut where we 
refer to let opr wealth—be it inanimate 
es s or hitman services—die rathér than 
yse it,.is even less excusable than over- 
expansion. Not Insull or Mitchell was as 
dangerous as the millions of debt-misers, 
owners of withheld claims, who prefer 
the token to the goods it represents. 

Those Englishmen who have followed 
Prof. Soddy and those Americans who 
have read Harper Leech’s “Paradox of 
Plenty” have known to what a predica- 
ment we were coming, for, as Dr. Leech 
Says, the evil of concentrated wealth lies 
not in its inequalities but in the inevita- 
ble clogging of the channels of trade 
through lack of exercise of claims upon 
the nation’s wealth. 

Our banking crisis simply ‘means that 
We are serving notice on our claim-hold- 
ers that, since they have failed to exer- 
cise their call upon the services of 13,- 
000,000 men eager to work, and failed to 
exercise their call upon the plentiful pro- 
duction of the nation—then their claims 
have, in substantial measure, expired. 

It is a salutary lesson to a parvenu peo- 
ple reluctant or untrained to use the 
wealth which fell into their laps, a peo- 
ple who have strayed too far from thé 
realities into the illusory fiction of an arn 
tificial banking system. Thus is the “de 
presson” at last resolved. W. K. H.

The 1930 cendus showed that 2,146,959 children, be- 
tween the ages of 10 and 17, wére gainfully employed. 
This was a reduction of 23.6 per cént since 1920, but 
there are reasons for Believing the 1930 figure is con- 
servative. The count was made April 1, when work 
had not begun in many forms of industrialized agri- 
culture that employ children. For instance, only 2061 
child wofkers wéré reported in Colorado, while one 
sugar beet concern alone is known to hire 6000 chil- 
dren in the crop season. The cengus also does not 
consider child workers under the age of 10. Incred- 
ible as it is in this supposedly enlighténed éra, thou- 
sands of children bégin work at an éarliér age, in 
street trades, tenement home work, beet cultivation 
and in the cranberry bogs. 

Every child, of course, does not displace an adult. 
But it is safe to say that 1,000,000 adults are kept on 
the bread lines and relief rolls by their juvenile com- 
petitors. Could these children be taken from their 
drudgery, to return to the schooling and recreation 
that are their right, it would be one of the greatest 
steps this country has taken toward solution 6f the 
employment and reliéf problems. As it is, unscrupulous 
employers prefer child labor, in the many states 
where the laws permit, because of its cheapness. 
Thus, the earnings and bargaining power of mature 
workers are reduced. 

Underpaid and overworked, the child workers are 
stunted in body and mind, deprived of their normal 
youth, to become cogs in the great industrial machine. 
Attaining maturity, they are unable to rise above 
their early exploitation, and find themselves cast off 
as fresh drafts of children enter the factoriés. Their 
inexperience makes these young workers highly sub- 
ject to industrial accidents. As to health conditions, 
Massachusetts cotton mill workers aged 15 to 19, for 
example, had a tuberculosis death rate over a two-year 
period of 160 per 100,000 for boys and 223 for 
girls. For non-workers, the rates were 93 and 110, 
respectively. As to illiteracy, statistics from the 
Federal Children’s Bureau show that the states re 
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lqretehed ebildren is far too little to serve in justice 


as a minimum. 


‘The states themselves have been dilatory in their | 


action against this evil.. The majority do have age- 
limit laws, but most of these are so riddjed by ex- 
emption provisions that their efficiency is low. Since 
Congfess approved the child labor amendment to the 
Constitution in 1924, only 10 states have ratified, and 
tour of these have acted in the last few months, under 
compulsion of the depression. Each laggard state 
impéties the reform in a much greater area than in 
ite own boundaries. Thus, Gov. Ely of Massachusetts 
said last fall that, udless the Southern states raised 
the standards for worten and children, his State 
might huve to lower its standards to meet their com- 
petition. While the profits of exploitation outweigh 
considerations of decency in the laggard states, the 
sweatshop lobbies will prevail and the present bar- 
barous conditions will continue. 

In view of the continued inaction by the majority 
of states, the suggestion is timely that another Fed- 
eral child labor law be enacted by Congress. Presi- 
dent Roosevelt might well Anclude such a measure in 
his domestic program, now nearing completion. De- 
spite the fate suffered by two previous measures of 
this kind, which were declared unconstitutional by 
the United States Supreme Court in 1918 and 1922, re- 
spectively, there is reason to think that that outcome 
would not befall such legislation at this time. The 
personnel of the Supreme Court has changed to make 
it a mote liberal body, and the national conscience 
now has taken a turn toward greater concern with 
social justice. 

Such legislation, of course, would enter the contro- 
verted field of state rights. Highly as these rights 
are to be prizéd, the rights of children must be con- 
ceded to be supericr. On this subject, Elihu Root 
has said: 

It is uselese for the advocates of state rights to 
invéigh against’ the supremacy of the constitu- 
tional law of the United States, or against the 
extension of national authority in the fields of 


necessary control, where the states themselves 
fail in the performance of their duty. 


The states have indeed failed in the performance 
of their duty. Had they done their duty, such an 
episode as the pathetic strike of children in Pennsy!- 
vania could néver have occurred. Were child labor 
abolished today, by proper and rational legislation, 
exploited children wovid not now bé holding their 
fathers’ and elder brothers’ jobs, undergoing exploita- 
tion to ald the family budget with the few pennies 
doled out by unscrupulous industrialists. For the 
sake of our economic system and the health of future 
generations, it is time to end child labor. 
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GEN. BENAVIDES’ “OUT.” 

Gen. Benavides, who succeeds the assassinated Luis 
M. Sanchez Cerro as President of Peru, will “endeav- 
or to solve the international problem patriotically.” 
He refers te the war with Colombia ovér the seizure 


of the Amazon River port, Leticia, by a band of Peru- 


vians. Leticia is Colombia’s only outlet to the Ama- 
zon.

We do not know what Gen. Benavides means by 
settling this controversy “patriotically,” but plainly 
the only thing for Peru to do is to withdraw as grace- 
fully as possible. All of the canons of international 
law favor Colombia in the dispute, and reports from 
that country indicate that it is in the grip of a war 
fever and means to retake Leticia, regardless of the 
cost in lives and money. Gen. Benavides, under the 
circumstances, has a handsome “out,” namely, he has 
only to disavow the Leticia capture as the unauthor- 
ized act of a mob. 3 
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A NATIONAL FOREST FOR THE OZARKS. 


The Federal Government would like very much to 
establish a national forest in Missouri. Indeed, its 
tentative plans for the future call for the eventual 
creation of two large Ozark tree preserves. Yet 
it still considers it impracticable to go ahead in 
face of the limitations imposed by the Missouri Leg- 
icslature. This is the gist of a letter from Chief For- 
ester Stuart of the Federal Department of Agriculture 
to Senator Clark, who asked why a national forest 
had not been established within the State. 

This announcement will be disappointing but not 
surprising to those who are interested in a national 
forest for Missouri. As they know, the Federal Gov- 
ernment long ago would have established a national 
forest in Missouri had it not been for the short-sight- 
ed restrictions on our statute books. This position of 
the Forest Service is ufigltered. To quote from the 
Stuart letter: “Wheheyer the State is disposed to cre- 
ate conditions under which forest Management can be 
effective, the Forest Sefvice will contributé in every 
way toward adequate Federal participation in forest 
reclamation and conservation.” 

The Legislzture had a chance to create these favor- 
able conditions in the session just closed. A bill in- 
troduced by .Representative Moore of Carter County 
proposed the Missouri Legislature be empowered to 
grant the Federal Government unlimited acreage in 
a suitable area. The Legislature, however, saw fit 
to reject Mr. Moore’s plan and réstricted to 25,000 
acres in one county the amount of land which might 
be tursied ove? to Federal authorities for reforésta- 
tion purposes. ’ 

Opposition to the unlimited acreage plan was based 
on the argument that the State and the counties in- 
volved would lose a large amount of taxes,  .Appar- 
eutly, the Legislature was not informed that by act

The Bidding of Four-Card Suits Be- 
yond Game. 

You have appreciated the reasons 
why the opening bidder, after start- 
ing with a no-trump bid, must not 
bid a four-card suit until the bid- 
ding has gone beyond three no 
trumps; that is, any bid of a four- 
card suit by him is part only of a 
slam development, and is not in- 
cluded in the mechanism by which 
he may steer the bidding to game. 
On the other hand the responding 
partner is expected to bid four-card 
suits under certain conditions quite 
early in the proceedings and at 
times to bid very weak ones. This 
difference in function between the 
two hands is because at that time 
the opening bidder is in the driving 
seat. He Thus demands information 
from higs partner without being 
under any obligation to convey 
much information in return. His 
opening no-trump bid has usually 
told the partner all he needs to 
know and when the bidding reaches 
and stops at three no trumps by 
the ordinary processes the opener 
has remained the dominant partner 
all the time... That is why he does 
a lot of hearing and then decides 
without doing much telling. When 
he makes the slam try of four no 
trumps he is still the master. 

A New Generalissimo. 


However, as soon as the respond-/ 


er accepts this slam try, the scepter 
passes into that partners’ hand be- 
cause the latter is now called on 
to co-operate actively, not passively. 
He has volunteered to do so. At 
this point the opener has told 
everything he has to tell regarding 
the primary strength of his hand 
and cannot be expected to have a 
quantitative rebid—that is, a half 


trick or more in reserve. Therefore.
